SEC. 13. This act is hereby de.cla7ed to be a public act, 
and shall be favorably construed in all of the courts of this 
state, and printed copies of the same shall be deemed suf-
ficient evidence of the facts herein contained.

Chap 366 An Act to Inearporate the Plymouth and Saukville Plank and Turnpike Road Company . 

The people of the State of Wisconsin represented iss 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. That William R. Ellis, F. W. Horn, A. Lam- 
berson, Oran Rogers, E. M. McIntosh, John W. Taylor, Cleauniriosers 
William D. Lisse. LaFa.vette Eastman. William Payne, J. 
— Feischbien, George C. Daniels and William Hudson, 
be and they are hereby appointed comwissioners, under 
the direction of a majority of whom, subscriptions may be 
received to the capital stock of the Plytnouth and Sauk-
ville Plank and Turnpike Road Company, are hereby in-
corporated, and they may cause books to be opened at such 
times and places as they shall direct for the purpose of re-
ceiving subscriptions to the capital stock of said company, 
first giving thirty days' notice of the times and places of 
taking such subscriptions, by publishing the same in one 
or more newspapers printed in the counties of Sheboygan 
or Wash i ngt on. 

SEC. 2. The capital stock of said company shall be Bev-
Capital Meek. enty-five thousand dollars, and shall be divided into shares 
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of ten dollars each, and as soon as four hundred shares of 
the capital stock shall be subscribed, and one dollar of each 
share actually paid in, the subscribers of such stock with 
such other persons as shall asseciate with them for that pnr-
pose, their successors and assiraA, shall be and they are 
hereby declared and created a hely corporete and politic 
by the name and style of " The Plyrweith and Saukville 
Plank and Turnpike R eel Company," with p eTetual sue-
cession, and by that name, snail have all the privileges, 
franchises, and inununities incident to a corp yatioa, to 
wit: they shall be capai)le in law of purchasing,, hold-
ing, leasing and conveying estates, 'either real, personal, or 
mixed, an 1 ie their cerpeeit:, Halle may sm.t au,1 be sued, 
may have a COMIllon seal, which they ner.,  alter or renew 
at pleasure, and generally may de all and sinealar the mat-
ters and Lii imm which they are authorized by law to do for 
the interest and well beicir of said company. 

SEC. 3. The said cionessioners, or a majority of them, 
after the said four hundred shares or stock shall have been 
subscribed as aforesaid, shall give at least twenty days' no- 
tice in the new papers hereinbefore, mentioned, of the time To 43,I1 tontine,. 
and place of the meeting of the stockholders for the pur- 
pose of electing seven di:a:nee. who shall elect one of their 
number president, awl ante:ally thereafter the said stock-
holders shall meet on the first Nfonday in June for the pur-
pose of electing directors as aforesaid, upon alike previous 
notice to he given by a majority of the directors for the time 
being, in such newspapers as they think proper : Provided, pr  

That previous to the first election, the commissioners here-
inbefore named shall elect one of their number president, 
and they shall pertrui all the duties, and be invested with 
all the powers of directors: And provided, That if from 
any cause an election shall no .; be held at the regular time 
specified therefor, the same may be held at any other time 
on notice as aforesaid; that until such election the directors 
of the preceding year shall continuo to act, and this char-
ter shall not be avoided by reason of the irregularity or 
want of such election, and in case of any vacancy in the 
board of directors [the same may be filled by the board of 
directors] or by a majority of them. 

SEO. 4. The affair.; of said company shall be managed 
by a board of seven directors, who shall be stockholders, 
and be chosen annually by ballot if the stockholders 0 1. Botra of <um« 
said company, the vote to be given in person or by proxy 
duly authorized, which directors shall appoint one of their 
number president, and shall serve until others are elected 
in their stead. They shall make and establish such by- 
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laws, rules, orders, and regulations, not inconsistent with 
the constitution and laws of the United States and of the 
state of Wisconsin, as may be necessary for the well order-
ing of the affairs of said company. Each share of stock shall 
be entitled to one vote, and in all cases of elections for di-
rectors the seven stockholders having the gi eatest number 
of votes shall be declared duly elected. 

SEC. 5. Five directors shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business, who in the absence of the presi-
dent may appoint a president :No ton. The said directors 
shall appoint a secretary, treasurer, such engineers and 
other ollicers as they may find necessary, and fix their com-
pensation, and may demand adequate security for the per-
formance of their respective trust... and they shall have  

of dine, power to decide the time and maur:er in which the said 
stockholders shall pay the money due on their respective 
shares, not exceeding twenty-five per cent, in any one in-
stallment, and to forfeit to the use of said company the 
share or shams of every person or persons failing to pay 
any installment, at a reasonable period, not less than thirty 
days after the time appointed for the payment thereof. 
They shall have power to regulate tolls, to mike such cov-
enants, contracts, and agreements with any person or per-
sons, or body politic whatever, as the execution and man-
agement of the works and the convenience and interest of 
the company may require, and in general to superintend 
and direct all the operations, receipts, disbursenients, and 
other proceedings of the company. The commissioners 
until the directors are chosen shall issue certificates to each 
stockholder for the number of shares he or she shall sub-
scribe for or hold in said corporation, signed by the presi-
dent and countersigned by the secretary, subject to all the 
payments due and to become due thereon, which stock shall 
be transferable in person or by attorney, executors, ad-
ministrators, guard inns, or trustees, under such regulations 
as may be provided by the by-laws of said Company. 

SEC. 6. The said company shall have power to locate 
and construct a single or double track plank or turnpike 
road from the town and village of Plymouth, in Sheboy- 

fest& gan county, to the village of Saukville, in Washington 
county, and they shall have power to erect all such toll 
houses, bridges, and other woiks and appendages as may 
be necessary for the convenience of said company in the 
use of said road. The directors shall exercise all powen 
conferred on them by law ; shall audit and pay all accounts; 
give and receive all such receipts and discharges of debt 
as shall be deemed best for the interest of said company 
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fix the compensation and salary of the officers they 
may appoint; and meet at such times and places DA 
they may prescribe in the by-laws to be enacted by 
them. They may appoint and remove all officers at 
pleasure, prescribe the meeting of the stockholders, and 
declare and pay the dividends, or so much of the surplus 
profits of the company as they shall deem advisable, which 
may accrue on the shares of the said stuck to the stock-
holders of said company on the fit.st Mondays of July and 
January of each year. 

SEC. T. It shall and may be lawful for said company, 
their officers, engineers, and agents, to enter upon any 
lands for the purpose of exploring, surveying, and locating 
the route of said road, doing thereto no unnecessary 
damage, and when said route shall be determined by the 1,4  
said company, it shall be lawful for them, their agents, 
ficers, enginvera, centractora, and servants, at any time to 
eater upon, take possession of, and use such lands for the 
purposes of said road, not exceeding four rods in width 
along the line of said route, subject however, to the pay-
ment of such compensation as the company may have 
agreed to pay therefor, or as shall be ascertained in the 
manner hereinafter directed and provided for. 

Sc. S. When the said corporation cannot agree 
with the owner or owners of any land, gravel, stone, or 
other material required for the construction of said road, liow di  
for the purchase thereof, or the compensation to be paid settled. 
therefor, or alien by reason of the absence or legal inca-
pacity ef the owner or owners, no such agreement or pur-
chase can be made, then, and in any such case, it shall be 
lawful for any justice of the peace 61 the county in which 
the property may lie, to issue his warrant directed to the 
sheriff or any constable of said comity, not directly inter-
ested, requiring him to summon a jury of nine freeholders 
of said county not interested in said property, to meet at 
some convenient place, at or near the property to be 
valued, on a day in said warrant named, not less than 
five nor more than ten days from the date of said war-
rant; and if at the time and place named, any person 
so summoned do not attend, the said sheriff or consta-
ble shall immediately summon as many as may be ne-
cessary with the persons in attendance as jurors, to fur-
nish a pennel of nine jurors, and from them the said com-
pany and the owner or owners of the property to he'valued, 
their agent or attorney, or either of them, and if they are 
not present in person or by attorney, the sheriff or consta- 
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ble shall for him or her, strike off each two of said 
jurors, and the remaining five shall act as a jury of inquest 
of damages ; and before they act as such, the said sheriff 
or constable shall administer to each of them an oath or 
affirmation that be will faithfully and impartially value 
the lands or materials required for said road, and all dam-
ages which the owner or owners shall sustain by reason of 
the construction of said road, according to the best of his 
skill and judgment; whereupon the said jurors shall pro-
ceed to view the said land or material so required, and to 
bear the evidence of the respective parties, which the 
said jurors shall reduce to writing, which shall be signed 
by all or a majority of said jurors, and by the sheriff or 
other officer in attendance, and the said officer shall with-
in five days thereafter, transmit the same to the clerk of 
the district court, of the pr per county, who shall file the 
same ; such inquisition shalt describe the property taken 
or to be taken, or the boundaries of the land in question, 
and the value thereof as aforesaid, and when such valua-
tion shall be paid, together with the costs of such inqui-
sition. or tendered to the owner or owners, or deposited 
with the said court, shall eleitle the said company to the 
estate and interest in the :rine thus valued, as if it had 
been conveyed by the t. wrier or owners thereof in lee 
simple. so  long as the land thus valued and taken shall 
be used for the track of said road : Pmeided, That it 
shall not be lawful fur any such ju ry of inquest to pro-
ceed in the velua:ion of any such pruperty or material in 
the absence of the owner or owners thereof, his, her, or 
their legal representatives, unless it he made to appear 
by affidavit, that such oweer or owners have had at least 
Eve days' notice of the time and plase of meeting for 
the pinisee of making such valuation, or unless it shall 
in like manner he shown that. such owner or owners are 
absent from the county, and if such owner or owners are 
under age or non conipo8 olio, the service of notice 
upon the guardian or trustee, (if there be any,) or of their 
absence from the county shall be required to be established 
by affidavit to the said jurors before they shall proceed to 
make such valuation : Provided /lather, That in case of 
such dissgreement the company shall not take possession 
of any lend or material until such jury shall have first de-
cided that the taking thereof is necessary, and in case a of 
materials that the same are not essentially necessary to the 
owner or owners thereof for his, her, or their private 
and proper use. 

EEC. 9. The shares of stock of the company shall be 
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deemed personal property, and every person becoming a :,t4enokurial'a 
shareholder by transfer, purchase, or otherwise of shares ti. 
of said stock, shall succeed to all the rights and liabilities 
of the prior bolder of said share or shares, and the said 
shares shall be liable to be taken in execution for the pay-
ment of the debts of their owners in such manner as is or 
may be provided by law : Provided, That all debts due Prima.. 
the said company shall first be paid. Whenever the route 
of said road follows the line of any public highway, the 
said company shall not take possession of said highway un-
til the supervisors of the town through which it passes 
shall have given their written consent, which shall be re 
corded in the town clerk's otlice, or if the said supervisors 
shall refuse to give their consent then the damages to the 
town shall be appraised or ascertained as in the case of pri-
vate property ; and the amount so appraised fur such high-
way so taken, shall be paid to the said supervisors of the 
town to which it belon .zs, to be by them applied in im-
proving the roads in such town. 

SEC. 10. 11 any person shall willfully and knowingly 
obstruct, break, injure, or destroy the road so to be con- p  
structed by said company, or any part thereof, or any J. enryslY471' 
work, building, or fixture attached to or in use upon the 
same, belonging to said company, such person or persons 
so offending, shall each of them for every such offence, be 
liable in a civil suit for the recovery of damages by said 
company, by an action of debt in any ccant haying compe-
tent jurisdiction in the county wherein the offence shall 
have been committed, and also be subject to indictment, 
and upon conviction shall be punished by fine and impris-
onment, or either, at the discretion of the court. 

SEc. 11. The directors may erect toll gates and exact 
toll from persons traveling on their road, whenever three 
consecutive miles are finished, or when the whole road is Rstsof  
completed, not exceeding one cent per mile for every ve- 
hicle, sled, sleigh, or carriage drawn by one animal, and if 
drawn by more than one animal, one cent a mile for every 
additional animal ; and for every horse and rider or led 
animal, one cent a mile ; for every score of sheep or swine, 
three cents a mile, and t ■ n- every score of neat cattle, four 
cents a mile : Povided, That persons actually going to or 
returning from any religious meeting on Sunday, or going ProTiglo-
to or returning from funerals, shall be exempt from toll. 

Smo. 12. The said directors may receive from any 
stockholder in said company, in lieu of money, for the stock 
su bscri bed by him, real or personal property to be approved 
of by the said board of directors, and upon the acceptance of 
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miir melt" said securities from said stockholders, or any of them, the =Lon sub- 
subscription of such stockholder shall be considered as paid 
and certificates of stock shall be issued to said stockholder 
in the same manner as if he had paid ia the full amount 
of his subscription in money ; and it shall be competent 
for the said stockholders paying their subscriptions to said 
stock in seeurities as aforesaid, to contract and to pay to 
said company, interest at the rate of twelve per centum 
for a period not exceeding ten years, and to execute to 
said company, by its corporate name, bonds, mortgages, 
or notes for such stock, which shall be available for the 
Use and benefit of said company and for all subsequent 
holders thereof; and be transferable by them in the same 
manner as if the same were made payable to individuals, 
or to their order or assigns.

SEC. 15. Said company shall be liable for all damages 
co„,p„„y 1,01, that may be sustained by any person or persons in conse-
lksissistm pence of the omission or neglect to keep said road in 

good repair and condition.
